In response to the Notice of Allowance mailed 08/01/2008, please enter the 
following: 
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REMARKS 

In the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance, the Examiner has stated 
the following; "[w]hile the prior art teaches monitoring a packet stream in order to detect 
virus infected packets or network attacks, the prior art does not teach doing so passively , 
as claimed, while also spoofing a network protocol packet by sending a legitimate packet 
to a network domain in place of an infected packet, in the particular combination of 
limitations as claimed/' 

In response, applicant points out that at least some of the independent claims (e.g. 
Claims 32 and 41) are not limited to at least the emphasized features that the Examiner 
has highlighted above. 

Just by way of example, independent Claim 32 requires: 

" a network interface receiving copies of datagrams transiting a boundary 
of a network domain into an incoming packet queue, each datagram being copied 
from a packet stream " (emphasis added), as claimed. 

Further, as yet another example, independent Claim 41 requires: 

" receiving copies of datagrams transiting a boundary of a network domain 
into an incoming packet queue, each datagram being copied from a packet 
stream " (emphasis added), as claimed. 

Clearly, at least some of the independent claims are not limited to the features that 
the Examiner has noted above in the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance, as 
emphasized above (by way of example). Instead, each of the claims should only be 
limited by the language existing therein.
